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China views itself as the conservator of communist doctrine. 

Historical fear of "chaos" is a driving force behind Communist 
Party effort* to maintain power. 

— The event* of Tiananmen Square in June 1989 are seen as the 
type of chaos that can occur when political control weakens. 

— Event* in Eastern Europe and the CIS are also seen as 
China'* future if the Communist Party does not maintain 
control. 

Talk of a "new world order" is viewed as a U.S. -led conspiracy 
to undermine the Communist Party's legitimacy. 

— In contrast to official hostility and misgivings about U.S. 
intentions, the Chinese people remain overwhelmingly 
pro-American. 

Fear of "peaceful evolution" (defined as a U.S. -inspired plot 
to bring about the fall of communism through peaceful means) -is 
a driving force behind China's attempts to tightly control the 
domestic «ituation and relations with the outside world. < 

— Despite views of China as a monolithic dictatorship, tHese 
attempts at control meet with irregular results.
